De Valera in the evening is thought to bave related to the attitude 
of Ulster, which is regarded a8 the crux of the question. It is stated

Much Litigation Anticipated. 

One can anticipate a great deal 
of litigation arising out cf this 
Bill. There is little or no protec- 
tion against sud-letting. 1 should 
like to say a few words about that. 
1 can see nothing in this Bill which 
will prevent the greatest extortion 
which exists in this Colony and 
that is the rent charged by—it is 
generally a woman—the principal 
tenant of the floor who rents’ gut 
cubicle spaces and bed spaces, [t 
would have been better, I submit. 
to have adopted a standard rent 
as from today as ai tempor- 
ary measure, to permit of persons 
who have had their rents raised 
since the resolution increasing the 
rates, to submit their cuse te o 
Board of three who could decide 
whether the rent was raised in 
consequence of that resolution or 
otherwise justified and to abolish 
all the other clauses of this Bill. 
But this Bill, as ] have said before, 
dees not attempt to meet the evis, 
which is that if the public is to be 
restrained from charging too much 
for this private land it can only be 
by releasing more pablic land to 
private people.

caso Lecause the result of mp doing 
so waa ta produce a letter i. the 
newspapers ‘from the Hongkony 
Land Investment Co. which afforded 
the best argument I have yet seen 
for the massage of such a Bul as 
this. I am not referring to the in- 
genious argument to show thet an 
increase of 830 is equivalent to one 
of @11, or rather thaf it would have 
been if circumstances had been en- 
ely diferent. Personally I am 
seldom impressed by arguments 
ba-ed on the old French saying that

it is safer if we look at the facts. 
The Farming Syst@m. 

There woswasa passage in the letter 
in which it was shown that a3 a result 
af the forming system, the Land 
Investment Company had received 
in respest of certain tenements an 
income representing &52. per cent. 
on their expenditure. Well, if 9.52 
per cent. is the amount which the 
landlord was getting Lom his tenant 
I should say tt was not entirely 
nreeasonable. I should have sc- 
eopted it with Pleasure im those days 
when I was in the position of a 
tandlord. ‘ One took riska of proper- 
ty standiog vacant. ‘This 9.52 re- 
presents the net result to the Hong- 
keng Land Investment Co. That is 
what is paid to ‘hen by the farmer 
I contend that this is far too mncb. 
The rent is farmed by one man who 
probably farms it to another and 
pessibly it is farmed by half-a-dezen, 
and-by the time it gets down te the 
tenant he is paying, not 9.52 per 
cent, but probably 19 per cent. Even 
i there is only une farmer end he 
ccnfines himself to the very mode- 
rate rate of & per cent. on capital. 
that woul] mcke 16 per cent. the 
terant is paying on the property. 
That is tec much. This is ope of 
the evils of the farming system 
which is a matter, I consider, that 
unght to he. dealt with and requtres 
dealing with at once. I suggert te 
the Coan: that in the letter before 
cs we have .overshelming retsons 
for dealing uvith the farmer. at an 
early date.

The Hon Attorney-General repli- 
ed that the Ordinance did not bind 
the Crown. It-might, however, 
give ground for argument: If the 
military required the houses they 
must be entitled to regain position. 
He had no doubt that,.if it was 
found necessary, special legislation 
would be introduced to exempt this 
property from the operation of of the 
Ordinance. 


Shops. 

Mr. Albaster pointed out that 
it was not elear under clause 2 
whether shops were intended to be 
excluded or not. They knew offices 
were not included and he thought 
it should be clearly stated whether 
shops were or not. © 

The Hon Attorney-General re- 
plied that the effect of the clause. 
as drafted, was that if a shop was 
let asa portion of the house and 
any part of the house was used for 
human habitation, it came within |’ 
the scope of the BilL. As a matter 
of fact, in the case of Chinese 
shops, they were practically all in- 
habited. 

The section was approved as 
drafted.

Twenty Years’ Survey. 


The Director of Education (Mr. 
E Irving) in bis raporton educa- 
tion for 1920 (part of which we 
gave yesterday) proceeded to 
state:— . - 

The writer has now completed 
his 20th year in the Department 
and 2 very brief comparison of the 
general development in that period 
may perhaps be allowed. Twenty 
years ago,our effortin English 
education was largely meaningless, 
because the teaching of spoken 
Egglish - was almost — entirely 
neglected. The standard reached 
by a few pupils, as shewn by the 
Oxford Local results was, if at all, 
little below what it is now. But 
the general improvement is de 
monstrable by the fact'that all 
pupils in the two Senior classes of 
all schools are now compelled’ to 
take the University Matriculation 
(or Senior) and Junior Examina- 
tions. Considering this, the per- 
centage of passes is fairly . high 
and compares favourably with 
that of the selected can- 
didates from outside schools. .Als0 
it varies little ‘from year to year. 
When a comparison 
tween such schools as Queen's Col- 
lege (Government) St. Joseph's 
(Grant? and St. Stephen’s (Un- 
controlled} little ‘difference can be 
detected. The. syllabuses adopted 
have again and again been amena- 
ed in detail by various strong com- 
mittees. As a whole I am satisfied 
that there is not room for any 
startling change int method or eur- 
riculum. 

It is a well-known fact that the 
candidates who matricalate from 
the Straits have a higher know- 
ledge of English as a whole than 
the average of Hongkong pupils: the 


,reason in fairness to Incal schools 


should be known also. Here by 
common consent Chinese boys are 
expected ta study Chinese, and 
this involves three years preli- 
minary study in a ‘Vernacular 
School, and about eight periods 
weekly for the eight years of thei 
school career. In the Straits on 
the contrary it is. not held 
essential that Chinese should be 
able.to write their language. 
Vernacular Education, .. 
. Twenty years ago Vernacular 
Education wes known to the De- 
partment solely by the work of 78 
Missionary grant schools. With's 
few exceptions it was almost 
valueless, The Committees on 
Education reported in 1902:—

“Beginning with the Trimetrical 
and Thousand Character and cer- 
tain other Classies, which are 
learned by heart) the scholars are 
taught first to read and then to 
write the characters. Subsequent- 
ly they learn their meanings, first 
a3 isolated characters ond after. 
wards in their context. Unfor- 
tunately they nearly all leave 
ackool before getting as far as 
this, that is to say, unable to read. 

“Geography is taught (very 
badly) in the Fourth Standard, 
where many of the Seholars were 
at the Inst examination ignorant 
that Hongkong was a British 
Colony: 2 number hazarded the 
opinion that it belonged ta Russia. 

“But this ia not all: the children 
from whom alone such knowledge 
was expected area very small 
minority, ag the following figures 
fahow. Out of 795 boys who 
obtained passes in the last ex- 
amination, only 54 or 7 per cent, 
were in the higher Standards 
(Fourth or above).” 

As late as 1914 only 24 per cent. 
of, the pupils were in Standards 
HL and above. In 1920 the pro 
Portion was 46 or almost double, 
and that with a much higher 
standard set. 

The present position is outlined 
in the following paragraphs. 

Urban District.—There are 19.- 
719 children cn the books of the 
Vernacular Day Schools of the 
Colony and 405 more in the Night 
Schoals. The average attendance 
at the day schools is 88 per cent. 
of the total enrolment. This is a 
bigh figure all things conaidered, 
and shows that thert is consider- 
able competition for seats. 

The Government does not 
Operate ony purely “ Vernacular 
Schools, but assists them in four 
ways:—-(1) by Grants; (2) by 
Subsidies; (3) by Inspections: 
(4) by operating Normal Schools 
for teacherg az described below. 

Grants.—Theae—except for a 
very few schools which are special- 
ly favoured—vary from $3 to $3 
for each unit of average atten- 
dance. The schools in receipt of 
these Grants are all managed by 
missionary or (latterly) non-Chris- 
tian charitable bodies. In the 
first category there are 26 Mission 
Schools as compared with 78, 
twenty years ago. They are now 
mostly dor girls. 

This ‘falling off in numbers is 
explained by the superior attrac- 
tions of the subsidy system: slso, 
it may be presumed, by the com- 
petition of the Confuclan and

Tong Wa Grant Schools which 
with fow exceptions give a free 
education. All the Grant Schools 
are bound by the conditions of tha 
Grant Code. 

Subsidies—The system of sub- 
sidies was first started in the New - 
Tervitories, and lately adopted in 
Hongkong. It consists in giving 
quarterly a lump‘sum of $5 to $20: 
to schools which appear to the: 
Director of Education upon the 
advice of the Inspectors to be de- 
serving.” In 1920, $20,000 was 
thus absorbed by schools in the 
Colony, including $10,000 given to 
the Confucian Society, and-$7,200 
by schools in the New Territories, 
The Inspectors in forming their 
opinion are guided by the absolute 
value of the schools judged from 
a technical stand-point; by their 
size; by their financial position; 
and by their usefulness. Thos 
a bare-foot school in a poor dis- 
trict might receive a subsidy in 
preference to che corresponding to

The subsidy can be withdrawn 
without notice, wherein lies a dis-. 
tinction between the granf and 
subsidy systems.

At pre- 
sent the Department is ‘very well 
served in these respects, 
Taspections.—In theory the Cor- 
respondents of Grant Schools and 
the Managers of  Suhsidized 
Schools control the teaching and ° 
general conduct of their achcols. 
In practice this is only rarely the 
case. The toachers look more and 
more to the Inspectorial Staff for’ 
guidance. Under the Grant Code, 
new teachers have to be approved 
by the Department, and it follows

That is the iain 
central fact that bas emerged out of. all the disctiesion and 
debate-on the Government's measure. It4s now an offence 
against the law of this Colony for any landlord to demand 
a rental fora domestiv tenement higher than that which 
was paid on December 3ist. and it is impossible for him to 
turn, a tenant out unless the tenant fails to pay the 

’ standard rent or fails to behave himself as a self-respecting 
tenant should. All the other conditions and clanses might 
be considered the legal frills or safeguards. Yesterday's 
meeting of the Legislative Council was productive of much 
evidence showitgs that public interest has been deeply 
stirred by the Government's action.

One is forced to 
appreciate.the argument regarding the undermining of 
confidence, but it is a matter of chousing the lesser-of two 
evils. The Government has made-a wise ‘choice in this 
instance. But the .Government came in ‘for very un- 
ambiguous censure regarding its own part in contributing 
to the present shortage, and there will, we think, be general 
agreement with the criticisms regarding the Land Sales 
Department. It is undeniably true that a prospective pur- 
chaser of land would sooner deal with a private petson 
than with the Government; that the Government has been 

‘miserly and ofttimes extortionate with its undeveloped 

roperty; and that no encouragement has been given. to 
egitimate enterprise in the work of developing the housing 
resources of the Colony. Building restrictions and laws 
are far too cumbersome and operate only to hamper. The 
military, too, is keeping an unduly tight hold on valuable 
land that should be freed for the public benefit. Mr. 

Alabaster’s speech was noteworthy for these two strong 

points, and we sincerely hope that, they will be taken notice 

of and acted upon. ; .

Vernacular Schools has risen very 
rapidly im the past few years, and 
is now about as high as can be 
expected of the general level of 

+ capacity displayed by the teach- 
ing staff. That is unfortunat ely 
a low one on the whole. And the 
best hope of a rapid improvement 
lies im teaching the teachers. To 
this end, Evening Classes have for 
many years been established as 
explained below. But it is much 
to expect of a teacher to attend 
such Classes at o distance from 
his home at the conclusion of a 
day’s work. Many teachers be 
sides are of an age and mental 
habit which render them irrespon- 
sive to new ideas. For this amonz 
other reasons, the training of the 
next generation of teachers is the 

‘. most necessary step precedent to 

any further’ great advance in 
education a3 4 whole. 
Medical Inspection of Schools. 
The principal Grant Schools are 
periodically inspected. The Brit- 
ish Schools are inspected by Gov- 


ernment——doctors.—The—reports |. ition - 


shew that the general health is 
-good. The condition of the chil- 
dren’s teeth during-receat years 
appears as a result of these in- 
spections and the consequent in- 
formation to parents to have great- 
Ty improved. The medical inspec- 
tion of eyesight in Queen's College, 
Belilios Public School and the Dis- 
trict Schools has at Jast been put 
on a satisfactory basis, The 
system is as follows:—An’ en- 
trance fee equalling one. montn’s 
school fee is now charged 
to new pupils, whieh 33 credited 
ta a fund, against which the fee 
for Medical Inspection by Dr. Har- 
ston—at first $7 but new $10-—and 
the cost of spectacles ($7) is char- 
ged, In return, every pupil is en-, 
titled to free éxamination and 
spectacles if necded. As this 
privilege is extended to all pupils 
whereas only new pupils pay. fees, 
it was anticipated that for the first 
year or two the fund would shew 
adeficit, bat owing to the percent- 
age of defective eyesight being 
less than that anticipated, there 
was a credit balance at the end of 
the year. The method in force is
